I am not going into the details of Electric 
lighting but 1 wish to say this, that I 
brought with mo a Lawyer, an Electrician 
and a I’olitioan and 1 am nare, gentlemen, 
after you hoar these gentlemen there won’t 
no uny doubt about your By-Law 
pasdiug on the 7th of July. I am satis- 
lied 01 this fact, gentlemen, that you want 
an electric light plant in this town, and I 
am further satisfied gentlemen that it 
should bo handled Jby your corporation. I 
have nothing to'TTay against private Com¬ 
panies at all, I only came here to discass 
matttiB in a friendly wuy. I certainly 
would advise by what I know of our own 
Electric Light System you people to have 
your own Electric Light plant. I find on 
asking Mayor Lowry what the indebtness 
of tho Town of Napanoe is, that you are not 
wry much in debt and I cannot see any 
reason whatever why you should not carry 
this By-law and Lave doe of the best 
Electric Light Systems the/e is in Ontario 
Gentlemen, if you put in tf^e proper kind of 
Electric Light Flact and Yf that plant is 
handled properly there is not the least 
doubt in the world but that jt will be a 
payiug investment for your Cbrpbration. 
Now when we lirst put in our plant it was 
handled by tho Council and I am at pres¬ 
ent tho Chairman of the Electric Light 
aud Waterworks Commission. 

We have one of the Commissioners with 
us to-night who hfs been Commissioner 
three y oars and ofcourse he is better in¬ 
formed than I am, but aB mayor of the 
Town of Ficton l have a scat at the Board 
this year. 

I know we are perfectly satisfied with 
the rato, we are natisfiod that it is paying 
and I think the system is almost universal. 

I think that all towns and cities today 
should handle both their Eleetrio Light 
mid Water Works System and I feel sure 
that if you pul in your plant and handle it 
vmirHrlves everyone will be glad they did 
not put any money to pay forthelr lights in- 
to a private Company and every individual 
and ratepayer of the Town will have an 
interest in this Electric Light plant. 

Your Electric Light and Waterworks 
Chairman spoke something about revenue. 
Gentlemen, you will be surprised at tbe 
revenue of your plant. When we first 
called meetings to discuss the question we 
hud not half as representative an audience 
as you have to-night. 1 am pleased to see 
so many ratepayers here to-night and I 
think you have merely come here for in¬ 
formation how it is to be run how put iu, 
etc. which information yon will no doqbt 
get later on. 

1 have no interest in this plant, as you 
know, I am merely speaking from personal 
experience, and what 1 have learned from 
other Municipalities and I find that there 
is only one way to IL'bt n town and that is 
to have yoi^own Electric Light .System. 

1 have no doabt Mayor Lowry is anxious 
to have this carry as well as other members 
of the Council and I do not think be need 
have any fears whatever. When the day 
for l/olliug tomes you will look at this 
matte 1 intelligently and will come forward 
aud throw away all petty differences that 
you may hate and vote for the By-law. 

Low, gentlemen I thank you very kindly 
for your attention here and, as } said 
before, the gentlemen who come after me 
arc well up in tho Electric light business 
and will give you better information than 
1 can We have Mr. Crandall, Mr. Young 
who hao been one cf the Commissioners 
for three years, and Mr. R. A. VanNorroan 
and I am sure they will disouss the matter 
in a friendly way and any questions you 
wish to ask tiny wili answer. I am very 
pleased to meet you all and thank you very 
kindly for your attention.

Mow if au epidemic of 
burglary or another Angas McLeod 
should pev tbe penalty perhaps then we 
would all be wide awake to tbe danger that 
is facing us evsry day, Fortunately there 
bave been no broken legs, although I find a 
way to maim myself without falling ofT the 
sidewalk. It has simply been from the 
extra oaution of the people and tbe kind- 
ie of Pruvidenoe, that tbe people of Map- 
anee are not maimed more than they are, 
from tbe very fact, that it ia almost impos¬ 
sible to navigate our streets on a dark 
night. 1 bave ocoasion to be out late 

sometimes, later than I should be, and 1 
can remember times when I bad to use my 
ombreila as a pilot. 

Do we want light ? If we want light we 
must vote on tbis By-Law. But I think 
tbe question will answer itself. We mast 
have light if we ixpect to be looked open as 
a progreeeive and successful Town and to 
keep abreast with the neighboring Towns 
along tbe line. 

I think we are all under very deep obliga¬ 
tion to the gentlemen wbo bave oome from 
Ploton in snob a friendly way and i wae 
very eorrv to bear one of tbe speakers 
■peak in tbe way be did about these gentle- 
men, wbo are wholly dlsiutereited, and 
wbo earn* here, leaving tbeir buisneee, 
•imply, because they were invited to oome, 
and give us information we want, and 1 
hope these remarks, or any like them 
will not be repeated daring tbe 
evening. They are not preaching 
for, or against this By-law, and let us rs- 
oeive them with open arms, and welcome 
them as oitizens of a neighboring Town. 

Mow if we want light, bow are we to get 
it ? If you look about tbe Towns shug tbs 
line you will find them all lighted. If a 
Private Company runs a plant, they run it 
for tbe purpose of making mousy, and tbe 
money tost they would make woald make 
would be from four to five per cent, upon 
their investment, or they would not ran it.

The present Electric Light System was 
installed in 1900. 

We have fonr boilers of seventy-five 
horse power capacity and two engines of 
150 horse power capacity hot we have only 
one dynamo. We are now on the point of 
of asking the rate payers of the Town of 
Piotoo to give ni another dynamo. We 
bave now got oar dynamo to about its fall 
working oapecity and we ask them now to 
give os money to pot in another dynamo, 

One year we had coal for 98.09 per ton 
but we have never been able to have that 
•inoe. It takes about 8U0 tons of ooel for 
ue to ran the present system. We have 
not had ooal sheds that we could put in 
sufficient ooal to last in the Fall as they 
would only bold about 260 tons of ooal at 
one time and the oonsequenoe has been that 
we have had to ship it in by traia in tbe 
winter time and in the last two years our 
earnings will show op upon 95.00 ooal 
instead of 93.00 ae in the first year. Tbe 
earnings in tbe last few years will be on 
ooal at 95.00 and never from the first year 
has it been less than |4 OO. 

In 1901 tbe exoeea of assets wae 9987.70 
so much for that year on tbe working of 
our plank 

In 1902 the exoeea of assets was 9L7I4.69 
ooal abont 94.50 and in 1903 tlia excess of 
assets was 92.0tfl.C(J. 

The reason for the excess eaoh year was 
we got more users. We endeavour to make 
every person take a meter. We charge the 
sum of 9 cts. per 1000 watte. I believe 
that 9 cts. is the lowest meter rata paid in 
Canada by any steam plant. In some 
places they are paying ae high as 20 oia. 
wbat we are giving them for 9 cts. If you 
cau possibly put in your plaut and give 
•iectrio light at 10 cts. you are doing wall 
and will make monay out of it. We have 
not been able to pot every person upon the 
meter system. 1 think tne only fair way 
to sell Electric light is on tbs meter system 
for than a man pays for what ha barns, 
end does not pay for whet hie neighbor 
burns. You knuw there are some people in 
in every town wbo want eomething for 
nothing, I do not know whether there are 
any in this Town, but 1 am prepared io 
•ay we have them in onr Town. We sell 
a man a meter for exactly the cost of tbe 
meter, freight charges and carting, and 
they pay for inspection These meters 
have to be inspected by a Government In¬ 
spector before or immediately after they 
are pot in, and they are paid for according 
to tbeir size of the meter. From seventy- 
five oeuts up is the prioe paid for govern¬ 
ment inspection. We try to make it an 
inducement for every person to bay tbeir 
own meter. We made it a rule from tbe 
first that everyone who burned nins lights 
or over go on a meter, and we foroa all 
hotels on a meter They have been tbe 
hardest people to deal with to get them to 
go on a meter, but we have simply made 
that a rule. 

In 1904 our excess of assets was 93117.74 
an 1 that was done from 95-<X) ooal. 

Oar Eleotric Light plant is run by com- 
rniision. Two commissioners are appoint¬ 
ed by tbe people each year, and tbe Mayor. 

1 think the law is that you can elect them 
annually or elect them like trustees 
two at a time and one go out each year 
I woald advise yon to do this, 

I shall be glad to answer any questions 
that I am able to answer, although 1 am 
not an Electrician, bat 1 have a good deal 
to do wuh tbe financial end of it. 

We go to the Board at nights and do 
business. Mr. Bristol is one of tbe best

TOOK HILLS BY ASSAULT 

The Japanese Report Successes in 
Manchuria. 


RUSSIANS DEFEATED. 

A despatch from Tokio sa> 8.—-The 
following official despatch has been 
received from the Japanese head¬ 
quarters in Manchuria: 

“The enemy holding the north¬ 
west eminence of ManchenXou was at¬ 
tacked aud dislodged on the after¬ 
noon of June 22. but a portion of 
the enemy holding the hills to the 
west offered stubborn resistance, and 
the hills were finally taken by as¬ 
sault. Another force of the enemy 
holding the hills due north was at¬ 
tacked from the front, and we sim¬ 
ultaneously resorted to a turning 
movement from the north-east, in¬ 
tercepting his retreat and causing 
him heavy loss. The enemy, in con¬ 
fusion, hoisted the lied Cross flag, 
but this did not stop our firipg, and 
he fled north in disorder. 

“His strength in cavalry and in¬ 
fantry was some 3,000 men and sev¬ 
eral guns. Fifty corpse* were left on 
the field. The enemy's loss was fully 
200. Our loss was insignificant." 

RUSSIANS RETREATING. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says —News from the battlefield is 
exceedingly meagre A press tele¬ 
gram of Tuesday's date speaks of a 1 
“rear-guard action," and there are 
rumors that the Russian army is 
retreating, but the latest despatches 
received from Lieut.-Gen. Linovltch 
bearing the same date declared brief¬ 
ly that the Japanese advance had 
paused. A despatch from Gunshu 
Pass of Wednesday’s date says that 
the operations of the Japanese ap¬ 
parently ended after the last fight, 
and they now appear to have been 
merely clearing their immediate 
front. 

It is probable that the Russian ad¬ 
vanced lines are crossing the rail¬ 
road, and will continue their retire¬ 
ment more or less hurriedly in order 
to avoid being flunked and pocketed 
until the positions at Sipinghai uie 
reached. The main forces seemingly 
are not yet in collision. 

Col. Lodygensky, one of the cor¬ 
respondents of the Associated Press, 
died at Harbin of blood-poisoning. 

PARALYZED THE COSSACKS. 

A despatch to the London Tele¬ 
graph from Tokio says that Gen. 
Mistchenko's Cossacks huve been 
paralyzed by their bitter experiences 
with the Japanese infantry. Despite 
the reinforcements they have receiv- 1 
ed, they will not approach within 
range of the Japanese One detach-, 
merit, which was unable to retreat in 
a recent engagement, has been com-1 


pletely cut off. Gen. Linevitch Is re¬ 
treating from many positions, ap¬ 
parently with the object of concen¬ 
trating on the Kirin-Changchun line, 
where he intends to make a stand. 

RAINS HINDER OPERATIONS. 

A despatch from Tokio says:— 
Heavy rains and mists are hindering 
the operations In Manchuria. It is 
difficult to see far afield, wrhile the 
plains are flooded and the roads al- 
! most impassable for heavy transport. 
The Russians are reported to be re- 
I treating in confusion in Northern 
Corea. The Japanese are advancing. 
The War Office has notified the com¬ 
manders that the continuance of the 
1 war is not ufiocted by the peace pro¬ 
posals, saying that peace is demote 
and thut the war will continue. 

WILL DEFEND HARBIN. 

A despatch to the London Daily 
Telegraph from Moji, slates that 
Gen. Linevitch's position at the pre¬ 
sent moment is more dangerous than 
was that of Gen Kouropatkin before 
the Hattie of Mukden. He is be¬ 
wildered by his failure to unmask the 
Japanese plans, and according to a 
person who escaped from Harbin, ho 
is intensely nervous over the safety 
of the rallw'ay. He believes that the 
Jupaneso in the next battle will aim 
to completely isolate \ ladivostock.

MNETEEiN DEAD. 

Awful Accident on the Lake Shore 
Railroad. 

A Cleveland, Ohio, despatch says:— 
Nineteen persons are dead and a 
do/en slightly injured as a result of 
tho wreck of the Twentieth Century 
Limited on the Lake Shore Road At 
Mentor on Wednesday night while 
traveling at a rale of 70 miles an 
hour. It was one of the most horri¬ 
ble wrecks in the history of the Lake 
Shore Road. 

The engine was hurled into the 
ditch. A part of the train was 
crushed on top of it and tho wreck 
was partly burned. The horrors of 
the wreck were doubled in the hor¬ 
rors of the tire. 

The train was crowded, practically 
all its accommodations being taken 
when it left tho city. It was behind 
time, and the greatest of speed was 
being made to make up the lost 
lost time. Practically all the injured 
were burned, and were taken from 
tho blazing wreckage by rescuo 
parties. 

Traveling at a rate of more than a 
mile a minute, the heavy train was 
hurled to its doom with a momen¬ 
tum that was appalling. The scene 
of the accident was at the Mentor 
depot. Tho switch that caused the 
trouble is located about 130 yards 
west of tho depot. As tho heavy en¬ 
gine struck the switch it left the 
main track and swung violently to 
the left. For a distance of twenty 
yards the engine run on the rails, 
then, leaping from the track, turned 
on its side just to the east of the 
depot. The momentum was such 
that the heavy tenuer was hurled en¬ 
tirely over the engine and was buried 
in tho depot. 

The combination car was hurled 
with terrific violence on top of the 
engine and tender, and in a moment 
was enveloped in flames from the en¬ 
gine.

ANOTHER ENEMY. 

A Slug Which Eats Grain and 
Stalks. 

A Chatham despatch says:—A vor¬ 
acious new slug which attacks almost 
every young grain root hus been dis¬ 
covered by a Harwich resident. The 
slug varies in length from onc-eighth 
to one and one-half inches when 
found, and appears to cat its wuy 
into the stalks of corn, which is 
principally affected, through a hole 
one and one-half inches from the 
ground, after which it cats the en¬ 
tire pith out. Inquiries lead to the 
conclusion that destruction caused by 
the slug is widespread, though u p- 
parently the cause is not noticed by 
farmers so far. Even tho Canada 
thistle is not exempt, and samples of 
this weed showed only the shell loft, 
the entire inside being eaten out! 
The grub is tobacco brown in color 
with white stripes, and a broad, 
dark band around the centre of the 
body. Several samples have been 
sent to the Ontario Agricultural Col¬ 
lege, Guelph, and the report is await¬ 
ed by interested agriculturists.

LONG-WINDED^ SERMONS 

AND SOME WHICH WERE OVER 
IN A MINUTE. 

Old-time Ministers Rarely Preached 
Less Than Two-hour 
Sermons. 

The good people who consider 
themselves aggrieved if they have to 
listen t 9 a sermon that oxcucds 
twenty minutes have good reason to 
congratulate themselves that they 
did not live in Puritan days, when 
a preacher was only warming to his 
subject at the end of an hour, and 
felt that ho was not discharging his 
duty if he did not give his hour¬ 
glass at least two turns beforo his 
oratory came to a pause. 

Thomas Hooker rarely sat down 
until he had reached the end of his 
third hour; and on one occasion, af¬ 
ter passing this limit by a good 
thirty minutes, he only resumed his 
scat on promising to continue his 
discourse on the following Sabbath. 
Once, it is true, he electrified his con¬ 
gregation by coming to a full-stop 
after fifteen minutes’ preaching; but 
it was merely to recover from a pass¬ 
ing feeling of indisposition, after 
which he resumed his discourse and 
continued for two hours longer. 

Dr. Isaac Barrow—of whom Charles 
II. said, “He is the most unfair 
preacher in England, because hie ex¬ 
hausts every subject and leaves no 
room for others to come after him" 
—invariably preached three hours; 
and so fascinating was hi9 eloquence 
that the only complaint ever heard 
against him was that his sermons 
were too short. 

Baxter, Knox. Hooper. Bunvan, 
and Calvin rarely preached less than 
two hours, and often saw the sand 
run out in the hour-glass

Golden Text, 2 Chron. 32.8. 

LESSON WORD STUDIES. 

Note—These Word Studies for this 
lesson are based on the text of the 
Revised Version. 

Introductory Note—The Old Tes¬ 
tament lessons which begin with this 
month, und which will be continued 
throughout the remainder of thin 
year, take up ugain the thread of 
Jewish history at the point ut which 
the last Old Testament lessons for 
1904 dropped the study. Samaria, 
the capital of the northern kingdom, 
had fallen in the year 722 13.C., Just 
after Sargon, general of tho Assyrian 
army,had ascended the throne of As¬ 
syria. Surgon had led into captivity 
many thousands of the people of 
Israel At the same time Hogpkiah, 
a God-fearing king and strenuous re¬ 
former. was on the throne of Judah. 
His chief counselor was none other 
than the great prophet and states¬ 
man Isaiuh. When in the year «05 
Sargon died and was succeeded by 
Sennacherib the provinces of western 
Asia—Damascus. Tyre, I’hilistia, and 
others—considered this an opportune 
moment to declare and re-establish 
their independence. Judah also was 
nominally a dependency of the As¬ 
syrian monarch though retaining a 
degree of independence not enjoyed 
by the neighboring provinces In the 
year 701 Sennacherib, after subdu¬ 
ing similar revolts in other purts of 
his kingdom, undertook a campuign 
agaiu.st Palestine in ordtr to bring 
into subjection ugain the revolting 
provinces. After quickly reducing to 
submission the kingdoms to the 
north und west ho invaded Judah, 
took most of its fenced cities, led 
away many captives, and ull but 
succeeded in capturing Jerusalem it¬ 
self At this point our lesson for 
to-day takes up tho story.

Sennacherib—Assyr. “Sin-akhi-or-

^Assyria--A country famed in anti-;

Before Lachish—An lmportantfenc- 
d city twenty-five mile* south of

SEEKS A VAST FORTUNE 

MRS. CAMPBELL CLAIMS HALF 
OF QUEBEC CITY. 

Twenty Million Dollar Estate 
Escheated by British 
Government. 

Seeking to establish her claim to 
a $20,000,000 estate escheated for 
three generations by the British Gov¬ 
ernment in 1700, which includes a 
tract a mile and a half long and a 
mile wide through the heart of the 
city of Quebec, and eight acres of 
the famous Plains of Abraham. Mrs. 
Caroline Lambert Campbell, wife of 
William A. Campbell, an assistant 
superintendent of schools in Brook¬ 
lyn. N. Y., has engaged counsel to 
push her case in tho Dominion and 
British courts, says the New York 
Herald. 

Recently she received from Lord 
Lyttelton. Colonial Secretary, a re¬ 
ply to a letter she addressed to King 
Edward, / which states that Lord 
Knollys, the King’s private secre¬ 
tary, is able to advise his Majesty 
to take no other action than to sug¬ 
gest that Mrs. Campbell take her 
claim to the courts. 

REFUSED THEIR REQUEST. 

In 1887 the Privy Council refused 
a joint application from representa¬ 
tives of tho Catholic church, the 
Church of England and the citizens 
of Quebec, asking that £30,000, 
held by the British Government and 
collected as rentals upon this pro¬ 
perty, should be equally* divided be¬ 
tween the two churches in Quebec. 
Tho Privy Council, with the assent 
of Queen Victoria, decided that the 
heir would in time appear, and that 
the property and its usufruct from 
the time the decree to escheat ter- ] 
minated in 1865, belonged to the ' 
heirs of Louis Joseph Lambert, who I 
gave largely of his vast fortune to ; 
the French in the French and Indian j 
war. When the English conquered t 
he was deprived of his estates and 1

Stephen Foster, 
chanced to be changing horses at a 
Kentucky hostel, when the negro who 
unharnessed his horse happened to 
remark in a surly way, "I'm sick of 
this life. I wish I was back with the 
old folks at home." Foster at once 
asked him where that might be. sml 
he replied, "Oh. way down the 
Swanee River." While Foster was 
consuming a meal at the inn pre¬ 
paratory in restarting on his Journey 
he wrote both the words and music 
of tho song, which at once leaped 
into fame.

IMPROVED QUALITY OF CHEESE. 

Nature and Result* of Instruction. 

The official referee for cheese and 
bullet , located at Montreal, report# to C 
G. Pul bow, Chief instructor for East* 
ern Ontario, that out of one hundred 
ami eleven laalttd cheese received from 
the etc.ion east of Toronto only 66Ven* 
teen were from factories which were 
receiving instruction. When it is re¬ 
membered that fully two-thirds of the 
eastern factories are taking advantage 
, of the instruction provided by the De- 
I ai tmerit of Agriculture, and the Dairy 
Aesociatious, the above coraparisou 
Hbo*s stroi.gly in favor of the good 
remits following the efforts of last year 
ttinl this spring. The chief instructor*, 
for both the Eastern and western sec¬ 
tions report that piactically every 
factory which took instruction lasT 
ye*vr hub made more or less improve¬ 
ment in hull dings or equipment. 

Tho following is a clipping from a 
card recently issued by the Department 
| of Agriculture for distribution among 
makers and producers : 

I OBJECTS OF INSTRUCTION. 

in the production of high-class 
cheese, it i» essential that, the milk be 
sweet, clean and free from foreig. 
liavor upon reaching the factory. Bad 
Havers in milk only tend to lessen the 
valu" of the manufactured propuct, 
but make tho process of manufacture 
in licit inoru difficult. Both the 
QUANTITY and the QUALITY of the 
product will suffer when the raw ma¬ 
terial is inferior. Unless the patrons 
supply milk of good quality, they can¬ 
not in justice hold the maker respons¬ 
ive for the class of goods made there¬ 
for m The health of your cows, the 

water supply, the quality of the food, 
.the condition under which milk is 
' drawn from the cow, the care used in 
setiug that it is not exposed *o dirt or 
dust of any kind, proper handling, etc. 
all rcquiie unceasing watchfulness and 
, care. 

In order that the maker may receive 
instruction regularly ami periodically, 
and that the producer may be directed 
1 where.n he may improve intheproduc- 
• ion an l care of milk, the Department 
of Agriculture has employed a staff of 
Instructors to visit both the factories 
and farms upon which the milk is 
I produced. When an instructor visits 

farm, it is not for the purpose 
1 of getting samples of milk to test for 
uduit»*ration, but to direct the farmers 
in making needed improvements and 
I in taking proper care of the milk. All 
t* sts for adulteration will be made at 
' the factory, and action for prosecution 
for tampering and adulteration will be 
1 left with roue official \n connection 
with the factory concerned to attend 
i to.

Women even 
button their garments on the oilier 
side from that chosen'' by men and 
choose Sunday Instead of Monday ns 
their fnvorito*>dny f*»r making way 
with themselves) So far as laboratory 
tests go Dr. Biffs says that women are 
unquestionably superior in general 
tactile sensibility and probably su¬ 
perior in the discrimination of tastes, 
with no advantage' either way iu the 
case of the other sense*. Women have 
better memories, read more rapidly, 
bear pain better, recover letter from 
wounds and serious Jllness, are less 
changed by Old age and live louger. 

Furthermore, according to the same 
authority, women have relatively 
larger brains, especially in the frontal 
region. It has long been said that 
women are the more like children, but 
Dr. Kills says that men nre the more 
like apes. Women, In short, nre more 
civilized than men. and civilization it¬ 
self is but the proves* of making the 
world ladylike. In fact, the only thing 
left in which man is superior is mus¬ 
cle. Men are two. three und even four 
times stronger than women, and the 
oeeasionnl exceptional woman hardly 
reaches the level of the average man. 

Even between the ages of eleven and 
fifteen, when girls are taller and 
heavier, boys still retain their single 
advantage in strength. Men, too, if 
•lower of mind nnd quicker of body, 
have greater lung capacity nnd more 
blood corpuscles and exhale nearly 
twice as much carlion dioxide. But 
men are less able to endure confine¬ 
ment and had nlr. This physical su 
periority man shares with the males 
of all the higher animals.

AUTOMOBILE^ THE WAR 

WILL FLAT A LARGE FART XV 
FUTURE WARS, 

Russia Has Ordered a Largs Num¬ 
ber of Manhin— in Ger¬ 
many. 

The Russian Government has, it 
is well known, placed many large 
orders for war materials with Ger¬ 
man firms during the present war 
with Japan, says the London Times. 
Apart from the orders for guns, car¬ 
tridges, preserves and other necessi¬ 
ties of war, which have been given 
chiefly to Westphalia and Madge- 
burg, the town of Hanover has taken 
a very active part in the warsupply, 
and it may be of interest to learn 
that the entire delivery of a large 
consignment of automobiles, includ¬ 
ing all repair parts and tools likely 
to be required in their repair during 
the use of them in a long campaign, 
has been secured by a well known 
firm in Hanover. The Russian Gov¬ 
ernment is thus tho first to realize 
the advantage and make practical 
use of the automobile in war, and, 
indeed, intends to use it in a country 
where, up till now, no one would 
have believed it practicable. 

TO TRANSPORT TROOPS. 

That the automobile will play a 
large part in future wars is already 
acknowledged, and accordinly it is 
natural that the military authorities 
of every country should have a great 
interest in its advancement. In or¬ 
der to undotstand why the German 
Government, for instance, should 
take such an active interest in the 
development of the automobile in¬ 
dustry It is only necessary to men¬ 
tion that the city of Paris is alone 
capable, in case of war, of conveying 
by automobiles coneidcrably inoro 
than 100,000 men within a few hours 
to the French frontier. 

The whole automobile world will 
await eagerly the evidence of tho 
utility of the automobile in the 
Russo-Japanese war, especially as 
the cars will be used under condi¬ 
tions which have never before been 
imposed on them. 

SEVERE TESTING. 

The Russian war administration, in 
view of this, had the automobiles 
tested previously by a general, in 
company with the contractor, Herr 
Warnecke. The trials consisted of 
long journeys, not upon roads, but 
upon rough tracks over the open 
country. On this account only tho 
very best of material and high- 
powered four-cylinder motors were 
used. The tests were exceed inly se¬ 
vere, but In spite of this had the 
best of results, and, in order to prove 
the strength of the cars, they were 
considerably overloaded and a high 
speed. 

When this instruction of the corps 
is completed, the arrival of tho au¬ 
tomobiles in Manchuria will take 
place in the ensuing weeks, and one 
will then have an opportunity of 
hearing if the expectations raised 
by the success of the preliminary 
trials over mud, sand and snow' will 
be fulfilled. If this should be the 
case, the automobile must be recog¬ 
nized universally as a permanent 
means of army transport in every 
country.

THE RATIONAL ELEMENTS IS 
THE REGIMENTS. 

How tho Irish, Scotch and Ear 
Compared During the 
Last Contrary. 

In\he year 1814 tho number o 
volunteers from the militia into th< 
line was composed of 2,857 English 
men, 82d Scotchmen and 566 Irish¬ 
men. The 41st Regiment was com¬ 
posed in 1810 of 587 Englishmen, 3( 
Scotchmen, 110 Irishmen and 29 for¬ 
eigners. In the case of a corps nom 
inally Scotch, the 1st Battalion ol 
the 92nd, the inspection report ol 
1818 shows that it was Scotch, 
both in reality and in name* On th< 
15th of October of that year it wai 
composed of 822 Scotchman, 84 
Englishmen. 62 Irishmen and 1 for¬ 
eigner. It is to be presumed, and tlu 
presumption is borne out by a’l th« 
facts ascertainable, that the troopi 
with which Great Britain encounter¬ 
ed French or American ambition, it 
Spain, France, Flanders and Canada 
(at a period when British resource* 
ware strained to the utmost, and 
men for the army were sought with 
great eagerness in all parts of th« 
British Islands) were made up o! 
Englishmen, Irishmen and Scotch¬ 
men, in due proportion to relative 
population. 

ONE REGIMENT'S RECORD. 

Returning to the 41st It is found 
that in 1823 there were in that corpi 
386 Englishmen, 35 Scotchmen and 
147 Irishmen, but that in 1829 the 
Irishmen of tho regiment formed a 
majority, the numbers for that yeai 
being 282 Englishmen, 43 Scotch 
men and 327 Irishmen. In 1840L th< 
regiment was composed of 272 Eng¬ 
lishmen, 36 Scotchmen and 841 Irish- 
men; in 1844 of 548 Englishmen, 21 
Scotchmen and 222 Irishmen, and ir 
1850 of 451 Englishmen, 3 Scotch¬ 
men ami 491 Irishmen. There were, 
however, some regiments much more 
English in composition than tho 
41st. 

Tlie number of recruits inspectec 
in the vear ending March 81st. 1844 
was 17.540. Of these the relativ< 
number from the different eountrlef 
was. from England 10,229. from Ire¬ 
land 4,038. from Scotland 2.622 
from Wales 167, and from foreigr 
•countries 17. 

THE IRISH ELEMENT. 

It mey be affirmed almost wit! 
certainty that the Irish element oJ 
the British army was at its strong 
est in tho period between the close 
of the struggle between Napoloor 
and the outbreak of the war iu th« 
Crimea. 

In 1840 the British army was com¬ 
posed of 47,394 Englishmen. 13, 
388 Scotchmen and 39,193 Irish 
men. These figures do not include 
tho artillery ond the sappers ant 
miners. In the combination of thes< 
two corps there were in 1840, 4, 

165 Englishmen. 1,851 Scotchmen 
and 2,025 Irishmen. . 

The writer of these notes was ol 
tho opinion that in 1840 the Iris! 
element In the army was at its ro 
lative maximum, but subsequent^ 
ascertained information showed hint 
that ten years previously to thal 
year the Irish element was stil 
greater. The figures for 1830, a? 
before, not including the artillor> 
and the sappers and miners, are 40.

TREASURE-HURTING. 

Mr. Gissler Has Purchased Modern 
Tools. 

A treasure-hunting concession has 
been, secured from the Government of 
the Republic of Costa Rica by Aug¬ 
ust «J. Gissler, an American. It 
elves him the right to explore Coco* 
Island for buried treasure for & 
period of two years. 

The island comprises about twenty 
thousand acres, and lies off the coast 
of Costa Rica.

Gissler has been living on the is¬ 
land for several years, past, and it 
is said that he made some discover¬ 
ies which led him to believe that the 
story of the buried riches was cor¬ 
rect .

negotiations with the Government 
authorities, and secured the conces¬ 
sion by pledging the Government a 
third part of the treasure in the 
event that He found it. 

S»nre securing the concession Gis¬ 
sler has made a trip to the United 
State*, and while there purchased 
magnetic ore finders, drills, ami 
oth *r apparatus. He hu^ returned 
to the island, and is now ready to 
start work. A number of workmen 
engaged by Gissler have gone to the 
island from Co.tu Rica.

The lady 
was evidently a victim of melanchol¬ 
ia, and lay continually in a heavy 
stupor. There was reason to believe 
that during some of the time she 
was in the hospital she was conscious 
of what wus passing around her and 
could arecognize people, but she 
made no sign. It appeared as 
though she were overwhelmed by 
some great sorrow, upon which her 
whole mind was centred.

THE PLAGUE IN INDIA. 

Over 250,000 Have Died in Three 
Months. « 

Mr. Tlrodrick. Secretary of State 
for India, has directed the following 
reply to be sent to a correspondent 
who drew his attention to an allega¬ 
tion brought against the Government 
of India of concealing from the pub¬ 
lic the real extent of the plagua, on 
the Punjab: 

"I ain directed by the Secretary 
of State in Council to say that in 
the months of March. April, May, 
1904, when plague was virulent in 
the Punjab, the total number of 
deaths from the disease was, us 
stated. o\cr £50.000 There is no 
concealment of the figures, .as they 
ore published every month in the of¬ 
ficial gazettes of the local Govern¬ 
ment. and are reproduced in the In¬ 
dian newspapers. 

"It is expected that the disease 
will diminish, as in previous yoar.s, 
• luring the course of the next few 
months, but judging by past exper¬ 
iences, its recrudescence during the 
winter months is unfortunately only 
too probable. 

"It is not the case that in com¬ 
batting plague the Government of 
India is without a policy. Every 
practicable measure that gives pros¬ 
pects of success, and that it is not 
utterly opposed to the habits and 
sentiment of the people has been, and 
will continue to bo tried. In every 
district there are medical officers 
v.hose duty is co-operalo with the 
civil authority in advising and as¬ 
sisting the people, while there are 
well equipped laboratories for re¬ 
search work, and for a preparation 
of prophylactic fluid. The plague 
research expedition, which has re¬ 
cently been sent to India under th** 
Joint direction of the Royal Society 
and the Lister Institute, acting in 
communication with the Indian Gov¬ 
ernment, should be regarded r.s 
strictly supplemental to the medical 
organization already existing in In¬ 
dia. and not as superseding it. The 
numerical strength of the expedition 
has been fixed by the societies which 
control its operations. with re¬ 
ference partly to the nature of the 
investigation, and partly to the as¬ 
sistance which the expedition will re¬ 
ceive in India from the medical ser¬ 
vices there."

PEACE WITH DYNAMITE. 

Alfred Nobel’s Money to Be Used 
For a Good Purpose. 

It is difficult to connect dynamite j ■ 
with thut kind of peace andr good 
will which augurs well for the* pros-j 
perity of the world; nevertheless 1 
dynamite, the mere mention of 
which conjures up visions of horror, j 
has indirectly contributed in a hand¬ 
some manner to the advance of 
science, aud has done much to pro¬ 
mote the cause of peace. The inven¬ 
tor oi the terriblo explosive, Alfred 
Nobel, was obliged to leave his 

homo in Scandinavia when only four 
years old because his father's* 

neighbors objected to having their 
windows smashed and chimneys ( 
wrecked by explosion* from the t 
Nobel experimental works. 

Many years later, in Hamburg, Al¬ 
fred Nobel discovered dynamite ac¬ 
cidentally. Powder trickled out of a 
nitro-glyccrino cask upon damp' 

eurlh, and when the moisture had 

evaporated it was found thnt one 
part of earth mixed with three parts 
of nitro-glycerine increased its ex- j 
plosive powers. The invention, or,, 
rather, discovery, brought Nobel a j 
huge fortune, and when dying he dir- ! 
ected that most of his money should j 
go or establish five annual prizes, to , 
lx* awarded to those who had done , 
most to promote science, literature, j 
and floace. The bequest amounted to J 
about 88,500,000, and from it is de¬ 
rived u net yearly income of about < 
$225,000. no small portion of which | 
goes towards the promotion of uni¬ 
versal peace

SEAWEED AS FOOD. 

A Most Nutritious of Vegetable 
Foods. 

' beftWccd is eaten on th? coast* of 
Scotland and Ireland in vust quan- 
titicN, urA though unpalatable ami 
! flavorless. is at times the chief food 
of some of the poorest. When dry 
( it is richer than oatmeal or Indian 
corn lu nitrogenous constituent*, and 
tukes rank among the most nutriti¬ 
ous of vegetable foods. 

To prepare seaweed for the table 
it should be steeped in water to get 
rid of the salt with w’hich it is im¬ 
pregnated, and a little carbonate of 
rod a removes the bitter taste, which 
to some palates is most disagreeable. 
It should then be slewed* in milk or 
water till mucilaginous, ami is best 
flavored with vinegar or pepper. 

Fungi are almost everywhere large¬ 
ly eaten, though in England lost* at¬ 
tention is j>ald to them than they de¬ 
serve, and few kinds appear at table. 

A curious error is to suppose that 
fungi are eatable and toadstools 
poisonous. No such line of demar¬ 
cation exists, nor, strictly speaking./ 
has the name toadstool any precise 
meaning. 

Very many fungi are edible, and 
the common agaric usually eaten in 
England is not the most palatable 
and wholesome. Few foods are more 
savourv. and none arc greater favor¬ 
ites, than w'cll-cooked fungi, and the 
souls of vegetarians yearn for theny 
—Pearscn * Weekly.

Gold-Tipped Cigarette* Bring Xn- 

fl neni e— S ome Perfume* Are 
Dangerous. 

The giant strides chemistry has 
achieved during the last half cen¬ 
tury has made possible the produc¬ 
tion. at a low cost, of bright-color¬ 
ed cloth; but it has also made adul¬ 
teration easy. too. 

A great deal of poisonous dyes are 
used in the making of smart-tinted 
fabrics such as those known as fon¬ 
dant or bon-bon shades, soft pinks, 
delicate purples, brilliant blues, and 
military rods, so it is not surprising 
to learn that ladies’ clothes, dresses, 
and mantles positively reek with 
poison. 

The cheap cloth of bright hue so 
largely used by the middle classes 
have been made seriously ill owing 
to the dye in their blouses soaking 
through and entering the open pores 
of the skin. 

Anilines are practically harmless 
compared to fabrics colored yellow, 
green, and blue. Chrome yellows 
have been proved to contain load; 
greens, arsenic; and blues, nitrate of 
soda. 

Red hosiery, however expensive, 
should never be worn until they 
have been thoroughly washed in hot 
water. Scarlet socks are generally 
put on the moment they are bought, 
and to this foolish, though excusable 
habit many cases of poisoning have 
been traced. 

DEATH IN OUB HATS. 

The dye in the material of which 
the socks are made is not fast, and 
perspirations brings it out to an as¬ 
tounding degree. Several men have 
lost their lives through wearing red 
socks—blood poisoning ended their 
days. 

Our hats have always been consid¬ 
ered a paragon of ugliness, but an 
American doctor now breaks out 
with the astonishing statement that 
there is death in them. 

The leather sweat-band is alleged 
to bo the guilty ^purt of the head- 
piece. When placed in an enclosed 
chamber containing sulphuretted 
hydrogen, the band is suid to turn 
color owing to the formation of sul¬ 
phide of lead. 

The doctor in question put a num¬ 
ber of sweat-bands under analysis, 
and discovered that they contained 
some thirty-seven grains of lead 
apiece He tells us that white lead 
and lithargo are often used with 
boiling oil to give the leather a 
glossy linish 

More lead is used in the making of 
bands for cheap hats than expensive 
ones, and whereas a high-priced hat 
may cause little or no discomfort to 
the wearer, u cheap one may bring 
on terrible headaches. 

LEATHER GLOVES 

are quite as dungerous as leather 
sweat-buuds They contain about 
0.8585 grains of lead per square 
inch. 

Cheap yellow brown-boot paste is 
injurious. A case relating to the 
dangerous effects of this paste 
which is generally sold in penny bot¬ 
tles and tins, was recently made pub¬ 
lic by the French Academic de 
Mcdecin. 

A child wearing brown boots was 
poisoned, and the evil was traced to 
the polish which was used to polish 
them. It contained a large quantity 
of aniline oil, which had gradually 
soaked through the leather of the 
boots and entered the pores of the 
skin of the child's feet,

RUSSIA'S SUNKEN SNIPS 


FACTS ABOUT THE CREWS 
ABB CAFTAXBS. 

On* of th* Last Croisar* Was Said 
to B* Haunted.—Soma 
Curious Goaaip. 

Bany curloua facta have coma to 
light about the ill-fated vessels of 
Rojeatvensky’s defeated squadron, 
says the London Mirror. 

One odd circumstance about the 
battleship Borodino is that, of its 
complement of 740 men, no fewer 
than 628 bore foreign surnames, 
many of these were Germane from *he 
Baltic provinces, but at least one 
Englishman—Lieut. Anderson, who 
was one of the foreign "mercenaries" 
taken on at Madagascar—probably 
lost his life on the ill-fated Russian 
battleship. 

The Dmitri Pcnakoi. one of the 
four armored cruisers sunk in ths 
engagement with Admiral Togo, was 
known throughout the Russian Em¬ 
pire as "Zakoldovamini Krulrir," or 
"The Haunted Cruiser." Sailors 
dreaded serving on her, and three 
brothers named Varuishinenn actual¬ 
ly committed suicide at Cronstadt in 
order to avoid being transferred to 
her. It had long been a popular 
superstition among the Czar's sailors 
that on her first long voyage the 
Dmitri Donskoi would go to the bot¬ 
tom. 

INFESTED WITH RATS. 

The Inxperator Alexander III., al¬ 
though only built in 1901, was said 
to be infested with rats. Lieutenant 
LebediefT, in a letter to his parents, 
subsequently published in a St. Pet¬ 
ersburg newspaper, related how one 
Sunday evening a large rat intruded 
on the commander of the vessel 
while he was leaving his l>ath. After 
au exciting chase the rat was de¬ 
spatched by a sailor servant, who 
was, however, bitten on the thumb 
and died a few days later from blood 
poisoning. 

Captain Berimtovitch, of the re¬ 
pair ship Kamchatka was known 
among hi9 rm?% as "Kulak Fist," on 
account of his habit of boxing the 
ours of disobedient subordinates. He 
was a good linguist, atu! his two 
sons were educated in England 

Captain SergeyefT, of the Boro¬ 
dino. was one of the most popular 
officers in the Russian navv, and was 
known to the sailors as "Kasha." or 
"Buckwheat Porridge." He was very 
good-natured, but for all that was 
an excellent commander. When a 
boy, SergeyefT si>ent one and a half 
years in America. n»d among his in¬ 
timates wqr very fond of talking 
English with an extraordinary Yan¬ 
kee accent. 

OF ENGLISH BLOOD. 

Captain f- tehmann, of the protect¬ 
ed cruiser Svietlana. was, like Ad¬ 
miral Stnrek, known as "Niexnetz."— 
The German—but had he been called 
an F.ntflishman it would probably 
hn'e been nearer the mark, for the 
unfortunate officer’s mother caiuie 
of an old Warwickshire family. 

Captain Kberhardt, of the Alexan¬ 
der III., was one of the best dressed 
officers in the C/ar’s navy. He was 
a personal friend of Nicholas II., and 
on more than one occasion the Czar 
Is said to hu\e chuffed the gallant 
officer about his courtly manners and 
dandy clothes. Kberhardt was not 
popular among his men. to whom he 
was known "Blue Mary."

NEW TYPE OF SUBMARINE 'MUSICIANS AT PRACTICE 


BUILT WITH THE 
OBSATEST SSCBSOY. 

It Will Ba Operated by Elactridty, 
and Will ba Vary 
Spaady. 

The New York Herald print* the 
following London dcapatch:—In the 
shipbuilding yard of Forrest A Com¬ 
pany, at Wivenhoe, on the River 
Colne, near Colchester, England, 
under conditions of greatest secrecy, 
there has just been completed a new 
type of submarine boat, which car¬ 
ries two uftpedo tubes and will have 
a crew of t%a* men. It is so small 
that it can beaasily raised from the 
water on board the deck of a battle¬ 
ship. or fait on n railway truck and 
conveyed from one port to another. 

Following are its principal dimen¬ 
sions.—Length 84 feet, diameter 6 
feet fr inches; displacement, when 
submerged, 17 tons. 

Electricity is the sole motive pow¬ 
er, the usp of petroleum being etv- 
tirelv discarded, and the boat when 
submerged will l^gve a speed of eight 
miles an hour. * 

READY FOR INSTANT USE. 

It is declared that as the subma¬ 
rine will ordinarily be carried on 
board a battleship or cruiser, where 
it will be ready for instant consign¬ 
ment to the water, the fact that, be¬ 
ing eloctrically driven it will have 
a smaller radius than a petrol boat, 
is no disadvantage*. Submarine* 
trials were successfully conducted, 
but before the tiny craft wav allowed 
to enter the water certain difficulties 
had to be surmounted. The* subma¬ 
rine has been built in a shod. the 
doors of which were kept locked 
night and day. and only those actu¬ 
ally engaged in the work were allow¬ 
ed near. 

As the miniature vessel approached 
completion certain Government o>ffici- 
uls took increasing Interest in what 
was going on, and kept a vigilant 
watch on the yard. When at length 
the submarine was ready to be 
moved froan the dock into the river 
a custom* house officer, representing 
the Foreign Office, placed himself on 
the narrow platform and resolutely 
refused to move until he received a 
written assurance from the builders 
that the vessel would not leave the 
country without due notice being 
given to the authorities. 


WOUNDS IN THE WAR. 

Observations of a Russian Surgson 
on ths Battlefield. 

The Russian Surgeon Z. von Man- 
teufel has sent a communication to 
the Revue Mcdicule Hcbdomaduiro, of 
St. Petersburg, concerning tho 
w ounds ho lias had occasion to treat 
during tho war. Most of the wounds 
in tl>« head were cured, but some of 
them gave rise to interesting cases 
of asphasia and agraphia, or the 
loss of the power of expression by 
means of speech or writing, which 
power wus generally, though not al- 
wa>s, recovered. The wounds in the 
abdomen frequently resulted in peri¬ 
tonitis. more especially when tho 
removal of tho wounded had taken 
place loo quickly, or had been ef¬ 
fected by means of badly hung mili¬ 
tary conveyances. Where the perito¬ 
nitis wav circumscribed a cure gener¬ 
ally followed, but where It was 
greatly extended the issue was futal. 
Laparotomy, more particularly when 
the surgical operation was performed 
on the field of battle, was found to 


THEY ABE PREPARING 
FOB CONCERTS. 

Tha Peculiar Eceentricitiaa of 
of Graat Pianist* and 
Violiniat*. 

Very few people are aware of the 
Immense amount of work which la 
necessary before a musician plays a 
piece in public. Nor fa it possible 
to judge from the smooth and finish¬ 
ed performance the amount of 
drudgery which the performer has 
had to go through in order to ac- 
quiro the necessary technique. Musi¬ 
cians have ever had the reputation 
of boing—well, to express it mildly, 
rather moro eccentric than the gen¬ 
eral public; and, as well as display¬ 
ing their eccentricity in an abun¬ 
dance of flowing locks, thoy also dis¬ 
play some curious methods of work¬ 
ing. 

One groat violist, although when 
in public ho is a regular dandy—be¬ 
decked with an enormous quantity of 
Jewellery and garments of a curious 
and original cut—cannot practice ex¬ 
cept In the utmost deshabille. 

It is said that Bpohr, one of the 
greatest masters of violin playing of 
the last century, seldom emerged 
from his dressing gown, except when 
actually corapcllod to dress for a 
concert. However, in matters musi¬ 
cal Spofcr was the soul of regularity, 
and seldom, if ever, missed his daily 
practice. 

Paganini, the greatest violinist who 
ever lived, was coinpellod by an am¬ 
bitious and avaricious father to 
practice ten or twelve hours a day. 
So tired of the violin did he become 
that for several years did he give it 
up and interested himself in agricul¬ 
tural pursuits. The fit of laziness 
soon pussed, and Paganini worked 
hard once more at his violin, and to 
such good purpose that there was 
nothing written for the violin which 
the clever Italian could not play. In 
later life he never practiced; this 
was because he only played his own 
compositions. 

GAVE UP PRACTICING. 

It is said, that an enthusiastic ad¬ 
mirer of Paganini followed him from 
place to place, staying at the same 
hotels, in the vain hope of hearing 
tho maestro practice. After spending 
many hours in the same hotel us Pa¬ 
ganini, he was once rewarded by a 
single squeak—it was I’aganini put¬ 
ting on a new string. 

Rubinstein—that thundror of tho 
keyboard—is credited w ith the follow¬ 
ing dictum;—"If I do not practice 
for a day I know it; if I miss two 
days my friends know it; und if I 
miss three days the public knows 
it." 

When Dr. Joachim, the veteran vio¬ 
linist, was a young student, he lived 
In the house of his master. Joach¬ 
im’s practice room was without any 
window, with tho exception of a 
small glass panel in the door. If 
the sound of the violin ceased for 
one moment, Joachim’s master could 
be seen peering through tho gluss. 
The grout violinist must often think 
of those days. One of the works ho 
would then be studying would be 
the—at the time— comparatively lit¬ 
tle known Beethoven Concerto. For 
over 00 years the great violinist has 
played this fine composition, but I 
doubt if ho ever sees a copy or hears 
tho strains of B without his 
thoughts going back to the days 
when he worked ten hours a day in 
his little practicing cell. 

In speaking of some recitals which 
he was giving on tho great organ, 
Mendelssohn said: "I was so inter¬ 
ested in my work that days passed 
liko hours. I practised pedal pas¬ 
sages until tho very walking along

If you want to ruin your health, 
and lose your teeth nt the same time, 
just go to the nearest stationer s 
shop and purchase a bundle of quill 
pens and lick the feathery ends. 

These pens are often kept in shops a 
long time before a purchaser comes 
along, and while there a lively little 
microbe takes up his residence iti 
them. He breeds ns flfst os ho can 
anil when you buv the pens the sta¬ 
tioner is often ubic to throw you in 
at the same price a few colonies of 
living things. 

Quill pens should be well washed, 
and rubbed dry with a duster, be¬ 
fore using. If you put on unwashed 
one in your mouth, innumerable 
microbes, if they ure on the feathers, 
will enter your lungs Some of them 
might stop on the way, crawling in¬ 
to your nose and making you 
sneeze, or getting between your 
teeth, and start rotting them out 
for you.

The dust of dried excrement or 
mucus has been known to pollute the 
air of u drawing-room in which a 
canary was kept, and it is believed 
thot a large cage of canaries was 
the cause of the death of u Silesian 
family of eleven persons.

Most of us, however, 
have a fluid in our stomachs which 
kills off these destructive creatures, 
but a few unhealthy people do not 
possess this acid, and they might 
fall victims to consumption.

Report on Waste and Destruction 
in South Africa. 

The War Office committee which, 
httJcr the chairmanship of Sir Wil- 
liffipT Butler, was appointed to en¬ 
quire into the alleged wastage and 
destruction of topplies in South 
Africa towards the end of the war 
and afterwards, has reported to the 
Secretary of State. 

Thee terms of reference of the com¬ 
mittee were as follows. 

1. To investigate and repent on 
the terms of contract and other cir¬ 
cumstances connected with sales and 
refunds to contractors in South 
Africa at the end of the war. 

2 . To make special enquiry into 
certain transactions. 

3. To report upon the responsibil¬ 
ity of those concerned. 

The report has npt yet been pub¬ 
licly issued, but flowing its de¬ 
livery two senior officers of the rank 
of colonel and at le»st six juniors of 
the Army Service Qprps have btren 
relieved of their inj^neriiato duties 
"pending further enquiries.’’ 

The further procedure in connec¬ 
tion with these offieirs is understood 
to be not yet deflnitny settled. They 
can either be charged; before*the mili¬ 
tary courts on ipjdictimnts to be j 
framed hereafter, qp they can be 
brought before a judicial and mili¬ 
tary commission specially appointed 
ad hoc. This will probably be the 
wiser corns**, and th<j authorities are 
likely to sanction It, us it would 
command public confidence. 

The report, which ftfrili probably be 
published shortly, j* [understood to 
make grave charges», fond to accentu¬ 
ate th<* already serious disclosures 
which have been trade on the subject 
of the waste of the nation's money. 
It is expected also that the matter 
will be raised in Parliament, but it 
is kmnvn that the War Office is most 
desirous of having the whole matter 
cleared up. and it will carry events 
to the only possible Issue. 

It will be recollected that the sums 
of money which it is alleged have 
been wasted or made away with, 
either directly or indirectly, amount 
to many thousands of pounds.

With regard to the nature of the 
wounds caused by the different pro¬ 
jectiles fired at various distances. Dr. 
von Manfcoufel did not observe any 
cases of hollow vessels or organs of 
the body bursting in consequence of 
being struck by a bullet at close 
quarters. In previous wars thc*»e 
cases haw been produced by bullets 
(ired at from 100 to 400 and even 
to 000 paces or. where the head has 
b«*en struck, at from 100 to 800 pac¬ 
es. From 800 to l,. r >00 or 1,600 
pares the wounds produced have had 
a ragged edge according to previous 
war experiences: and beyond 1,600 
Paces contusions without penetration 
have resulted. But these experiences 
have not been confirmed in the pro- 
sent war in tho caw of bullets fired 
from the small-bore Japanese rifles, 
and, u«* has been mentioned above, 
l)r. von Mantoufel had observed no 
effects of bursting even when the 
wounds have been produced by firing 
at short distances. The cases of 
wounds in the head observed bv him. 
however, had all l>oen produced bv 
firing from distances of over 600 
paces. It is probable, therefore, 
that all head wounds at shorter dis 
tangos were fatal before aid could 
arrive.

It is an interesting performance to 
watch the performances of the train¬ 
ed cows on the farm of llerried 
Watcher of Platton Township, Minn.

It is said that tho only day on 
which Kubelik did not practice was 
the day after he heard of tho birth 
of tho now famous twins. "I feel 
in such a nervtfus state. I cannot 
even practise," said tho famous Ijt- 
tlo Bohemian, as he nervously walk¬ 
ed tho corridors of tho hotel, await¬ 
ing the telegram from his distant 
homo to say that all was well. 

Tho greatest foe the musician has 
to fight is that feeling of satiety 
which overcomes him if bis work is 
well apportioned. A friend of tho 
writer, a pianist, has played during 
the last ten years over 300 differont 
pieces in public. Each season ho ac¬ 
quires some twenty new pieces. So 
hard does ho work at these that, af¬ 
ter his short recital tour, he cannot 
bear to hear a single bar of any of 
them. He is only saved from in¬ 
action by acquiring new pieces, 
which, of course, after u few weeks 
sharo the sumo fate. 

It is said that Sarasate does not 
need to practice except when pre¬ 
paring new’ works for a concert. He 
says: "I am not slave to tho violin, 
but the violin is my slave"; or. in 
other words, he is, ua we know, its 
incomparable master. 

BECAME A RECLUSE. 

One of our foremost English 
violinists, overcome with jealousy at 
the honors, and with them the 
shekels, which were being showered 
upon tho foreign violinist, determin¬ 
ed to sue what he could do to at¬ 
tract attention to his already fine 
playing. For some six months he ro- 
tired—alone with his violin—to a 
small country cottug<* Not u siuglo 
sou! was allowed within the walls 
of his rural retreat. After devoting 
ull his waking hours to his Instru¬ 
ment, in due time lu* mode his ap¬ 
pearance and was rewarded with 
quite ns much praise as was given to 
Paderewski or to Kuljelik. His great 
success—strange to say—did not do 
him much good, as, although only in 
the prime of life, he seldom plays in 
public. 

TRIED ACTUAL ORGAN. 

A well-known organ soloist once 
remarked, "I always arrive the duy 
before I am announced to play. 
This Is not only to try and secure 
u little practice on the actual organ 
on which I am going to play, but 
also to bo in time to execute any 
necessary repairs." It I* nothing 
unusuul for this fine musician to 
spend the whole of the night ulone 
in some large church, the greater 
part of which time, however, is 
spent not in practising at the key¬ 
board, but actually inside the or¬ 
gan. 

Paderewski, "the fair one of Po¬ 
land." is another musician who In¬ 
dulges in nocturnal practising. He 
has been known to go into the ware¬ 
house of Messrs. Erard—to which ho 
has access at any time—and there, 
with only the night watchman ns 
audience, to play awuy oil night 
long. After such a night the groat 
I musician goes to his hotel, rotiros 
to bed. and sleeps, awakening re¬ 
freshed In time for his recital —Lon¬ 
don Tit Bits.

I was here a few months ago 
iu respect to a matter concerning the rate 
paverB. 

I understacd that there was only one 
vote polled against yonr last Bvdaw but I 
am sure there will not be one vote against 
this one. 

I have got quite a lot of information here 
to-night sitting back, listening to the 
gentlemen pro and oon, some things I 
approved of and there were some 1 did not. 
Now 1 did not quite approve of some of the 
remarks of Mr. Symington. I look Mr. 
Symington to mean what he said in a joke. 
I know he wa9 very muoh pleased on the 
last occasion to get light and 1 am sure be 
will be pleased on this occasion. The way 
I look at the question of electriu light is 
that it is merely a matter of business and 
it strikes me vqry strange that while ycu 
are twenty-two or twenty.three years be¬ 
hind us in your Canning factory, you are 
about fifteen years after us in getting light. 

The question of Municipal Ownership 
against the question of Private ownership 
has long ago beeu fought out iu the Parlia¬ 
ments of our Country and it is a foregone 
conclusion that when a iv persou comes up 
to the sense of the times that are right they 
do not discuss the question. This is a fact 
inexistence. Now it is simply up to you 
people in this town to lake advantage of 
the mistakes we made in l’icton fifteen 
ycaas ago. 

It is said that our dyamo is worn cut 
but if you had $150,000 to invest in light 
you could not buy it at all The amount 
of repairmg done to it during the live years 
we have had it has only cost $2.25, 

We have sixty-six Ark lights on our 
streets in Picton and six or oight incandes¬ 
cent lights. 

If we had been iu the place you arc t - 
night fifteen years ago wo would havo had 
a great deal better job of our «k trio Light 
plant than we have now. \V* «. an o btf. ro 
the people and asked for did 00 > which ntd 
not make a good start. That is lh>> tumble 
They came back a^ain in KMX) omt h Ked 
for &15.0G0 more because the pl;< t titst 
had been put in fifteen >c&rr a. ; > h .d 
become obsolete. We haa a uyiraiuo 
that we oould not extend the light, 
and people called fer more light 
and said they would give more money. 
They asked for $15,000 aud when they 
threw cut this dynamo, they put in this 
dynamo they now have and put iu duplicate 
boilers iu anticipation cf tfcis very event. 
They are to-day as good as when they were 
put in. If we could go book fifteen years 
wo would ask for $30,000 and wo would 
have put in a plant that people would have 
come ter see, but we base had to pay for 
our experience, and we bad * tho 
best we could get. If we had the 
advantage of your position together with 
the experience we hove had in Picton, we 
could put in neatly a perfect plant. 

Yoa propose to submit u By-law for 
$35,000 for a term of thirty yearn making 
an annual payment of $2024. We get GG 
Atk lights at $35. per year and get good 
value, but you could Imvu GG or 7G of these 
or a poorer claas of ark lights, Lacunae your J 
could not buy the kind w« got. 

This is as good a Town as Picton ever j 
knew how to bj. When we are doing 
well I like to see everybody clue do well 
and 1 would like to see Central Ontario 
right up to d&to and 1 simply came hare 
to-night because it is a pleasure. If you 
pet this money voted you will be away 
ahead of us in light, aud that is the way 
we will carry our By-law.

is a certificate in the Clerk's cilice showing 
that the boilers are in first cl ass or.! or and 
are as good as when they wero imta'led 
fifteen years ago. We have never spent 
live cents on the engine except for nil and 
it has been running since put in from dark 
to day light. The dynamo we uco still 
using was put. : n five years ago. 

What tho Napanee* people do want to do 
is to get a new plant from the ground up 
and get a good man and there is no rioubn 
but that it will be an excellent job.

38th Anniversary of Confederation. 

The following Canadian history will be of interest to all readers of our adver¬ 
tisement, as to-morrow is the 38th anniversary of Confederation. Before July 1st, 1867 
there were five separate British Colonies in America. These were Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward, Newfoundland and Canada. Canada was the name given 
to what is now called Ontario and Quebec. These colonies were independent of each 
other, and in 1867 the British parliament passed the British North American Act, 
which joined these Provinces together into the Dominion of Canada. This law came 
into force on July 1st 1867, and that date is observed as the anniversary of Confeder¬ 
ation.
